agrees with Wilson that anv settle- 
ment mutually aereeable to Italy and 
.Tugo-Slavia would be the ideal ad- 
justment. 
It expresses the willing- 


ness of the council of premiers to 
withdraw its proposals of December 
0 and Jan. 20 and again points out 
that the absence of an American rep- 
resentative in the Allies' 
delibera- 


tions has proved an insurmountable 
obstacle. 


As to the much disputed

pact of London, tho note invites Wil- 
*-on's cooperation. 
It insists 
that 


this secret agreement by which Italy 
was lo be given valuable concessions 
in the Adriatic for entering the war 
on the side of the Allies, was necessi- 
tated by the military situation at the 
time it was signed. 


Calling the president's attention to 


the urgency of an early settlement of 
the dispute the premiers again point 
out that in event Italy and Jogo- 
Slavia are able to reach "no voluntary 
agreement Great Britain and France 
will again face the Italian demand 
for enforcement of the London agree-,, 
in en t. .

"I b.elieve that the European na-

"European statesmen played on our 
emotions and used them to further 
the'ir own purposes when they feared 
bolshevism. Xow that they see Rus- 
sia is out to form a coalition with 
G'ermany and realize she offers tre- 
mendous opportunities for trade, they 
want to find a way to capture these 
markets.

Spc.'iking in Chicago Thursday evening 


Former President Tafl said the dill'er- 
ence between the two parlies on the peace 
tiealy is largely one of verbal nicely and 
authorship.'"There is no substantial dif- 
ference between the two parties." he de- 
clared. Mr. Tafl is an impartial observer. 
He is an honest advocate of the league of 
nations. He holds that reservations are 
not necessary, but be docs not object to 
reasonable reservations being made a 
condition of ratification. In other words. 
Mr. Tafl is sincerely for this plan to pre- 
vent wars and to enforce peace. He has 
not been troubled by a desire to secure 
party advantage or personal prestige out 
of Ihc consideration and disposition of 
this great question. 


The truth of what Mr. Taft says with 


rcfcrcjicc to the pettiness of the contro- 
versy in the senate between men and par- 
lies is well illustrated in every day's de- 
bale of the treaty. For instance, in the 
discussion Ihc other day of'Mr. Lodge's 
fourth reservation Ihc senator from Mas- 
sachusetts himself offered a_number of 
amendments, inserting a word here and 
removing a word there. Objections to the 
proposed changes were made by a num- 
ber of senators, and after a stormy con- 
troversy the reservation was left in its 
original shape. It was plainly just com- 
mon horseplay over the difference be- 
tween tweedle-dee and twecdle-dum. 
This is practically Irue of the dispute be- 
tween-Mr. Lodge and Mr. Hitchcock con- 
cerning reservations lo article 10. Il is 
actually true of the differences over near- 
ly every other reservation in the Lodge 
program. Many of the reservations are 
solely verbal niceties, which differ in no 
essential respect from the original form 
of the covenant. 
' 


If we had a statesman at the head of 


affairs in the senate like Mr. Taft the 
treaty would long ago have been dis- 
posed of. Real statesmen go into the sub- 
stance of things and do not haggle 
long over verbiage. The trouble with the 
senate is that it is dying lo throw the 
,trcaly into the campaign but is afraid to. 
The politicians on both sides are fear- 
ful of being assessed with the responsi- 
bility for a course which they know is in- 
defensible. 


coiulilion Of peace, in which Ihc Uniled 
Slates is asked to extend further credit 
conditioned on concessions in that coun- 
try, and upon the agreement of Groat 
•Britain and other countries to abandon 
intervention in Russian n flairs. How these 
overtures will terminate, is a matter for 
conjecture, but'they indicate the fact that 
Russia is undergoing a deep and signifi- 
cant change. It may be loo much to hope 
that within the coming year a slate of 
peace will be brought about not only in- 
ternally but with the powers, which will 
set Russia on the way to rehabilitation 
along sound political and economic lines. 
If we are to judge by indications she is . 
being driven to these results by her own 
follies and excesses. When Russia is 
ready to settle down to something like or- 
derly and responsible'government it will 
be received by the other countries and 
accorded proper recognition, together 
with resumption of commercial and po- 
litical relations. The problem seems 
much nearer solution than it did a few 
months ago. 


.4 CHANGING 
RUSSIA. 


Russia is gradually coming to its senses.' 


The millennium which was to be ushered 
in by bolshcvism has not come to pass- 
Soviet government has discovered that it 
cannot be a law unto itself, ignoring the 
existence of the rest of the world and re- 
pudiating international obligations. One 
of the first acts of the Lenin regime was to 
cancel with a stroke of the pen the in- 
debtedness contracted by Russia largely 
with the United Stales to carry on the 
war. Bolshevism defied the world, drew a 
line of exclusion about its territorial limits, 
and proceeded to lift itself by its own boot 
straps. Doctrines which were utterly de- 
structive of national existence and which 
were subversive of all of the fundamen- 
tal bases of civilization touching the 
home, personal liberty, religion, property 
and civil rights were put into effect. 
Chaos reigned and Russia was isolated 
from all clhcr nations. 


Slowly but surely, it seems. Russia is 


being cured by her own medicine. The 
fallacy of a nation, as well as of an indi- 
vidual, attempting to live without re- 
sponsibilities or obligations and in defi- 
ance of the rights of others is beginning 
lo dawn upon Ihc miracle workers at the 
head of the fantastic soviet. Russia is 
now proposing to the powers the estab- 
lishment of democratic principles, and 
Ihc calling of a constituent assembly for 
Ihc future government of that nation. 
This is a complete surrender of bolshcv- 
ism. It is a retreat from the creeds of 
Lenin and Trotxky. On top of this soviet 
government promises lo withdraw the 
decree onmiling Russia's foreign- dcbl, lo 
restore GO per cent of Ihc liability and lo 
pay arrears of interest. II offers even lo 
go'lo Ihe exlrnl of guaranteeing Ihc ful- 
(ilhneni of ils obligation wilh valuable 
mining concessions lo an Anglo-Ameri- 
can syndicate. 


These proposals arc pul forward as a 


ENFORCING 
PROHIBITION. 


More is known about the "Michigan 


rum rebellion" now than was apparent 
when the first reports of this incident 
were published. The press took it for 
granted on the basis of stories from Iron 
River that there was an actual collision 
of authority between Ihc officers of the 
state and the representatives .of the fed- 
eral government charged with enforce- 
ment of prohibition. This was not strict- 
ly true. The fighting prosecuting attor- 
ney of Iron River look the ground, that 
there could be no interference by federal 
prohibition agents in the affairs of that 
community, except upon warrants. 
In 


other words, he.held that arrests and 
searches could be made only by due pro- 
cess of law. This did not represent an is- 
sue between the state and federal author- 
ities on the question of prohibition en- 
forcement. It compassed only the legal 
question as to the constitutional rights of 
citizens. This Michigan community did 
not defy prohibition enforcement. That 
would have been a totally different mat- 
ter, and there could have been only one 
result, namely, the surrender of stale or 
local resistance. 
« 


It turns out that the Iron River case 


establishes an important precedent with 
regard to prohibition enforcement. 
It 


sets up the principle that there shall be 
no more liquor raids or arrests without 
warrants duly issued. This means that 
federal agents and investigators cannot 
be turned into inquisitors with arbitrary 
powers to go into the home or place of 
business in search of liquor. The home is 
to be protected against invasion by 
suspicious or meddlesome officers. The 
rights of citizens to security in their" 
homes and places of business arc made 
secure. Only by due process of law, 
which is the application for and granting 
of an order or- warrant, can searches, 
siezures and arrests be made. 


Strange lo say the test which was to 


bring about this;seUled'poIicy of the gov- 
ernment wasin\ade-in-the little-mining 
town of Iron River. In great ci.tiesjike 
Chicago and New York ruthless and'arbi- 
trary methods for discovering violations 
of the prohibition act were being cqn- 
stantly practiced. It look the fight of an 
obscure northern prosecutor to bring into 
national recognition undoubted constitu- 
tional rights of the people which the pro- 
hibition wave was ignoring and tramp- 
ling under forol. Hereafter we shall have 
prohibition enforcement toned down lo 
a legal and salutary basis. The privacy 
and security of a home arc not lo be des- 
poiled, AH of which is as it should be. 
Constilulional guarantees and immuni- 
ties arc of far greater importance than 
prohibilion. The attempt lo reverse the 
order has met wilh Ihc failure and re- 
buke il deserved.

No 
doctor would dream of abandoning the use oT 
chloroform, or digitalis, or strychnine, or mor- 
phine because they are all "poisons" and very 
deadly one}-. To refute a contention that alco- 
hol comes 5n the s>ame category would be difli- 
cult or impossible, and it would be hardly easier 
to prove that one-half of 1 per cent, by volume 
is the point at which iti» harmlessnc^s or utility 
ceases.

Nightmare is a hallucination of the 


subconsciousness due to oxygen hun- 
ger. 


This want of oxygen is but rarely 


due to insutlicient ventilation nowa-, 
days. The proportion of oxygen in 
the air of a room may be reduced, by 
breathing and rebreathing, from the 
normal 20 per cent to only 15 per 
cent before any appreciable discom- 
fort is felt by the occupant of the 
room, and both crowding and careful 
ex-r-lusion of air would be necessary to 
reduce the oxygen to that proportion. 
Only in the most premediated circum- 
stances is fresh air ho carefully ex- 
cluded from tho sleeping room. There 
are still a few benighted people who 
do strive to prevent in every possible 
way the admission of fresh air to a 
sleeping room at night. These people 
are the ones who are likely to be the 
victims of accidental illuminating or 
coal gas poisoning. 


If the oxygen-carrying capacity of 


the red blood corpuscles be some- 
what diminished, as in mild'carbpn 
monoxide gas poisoning, the victim 
is likely to suffer nightmares. In New 
England a few years ago a "haunted 
house" was rid of its "ghosts" by the 
discovery and repair of a leak in the 
furnace flue whereby occupants of a 
certain-room were mildly poisoned 
with carbon monoxide gas and dream- 
ed horrible dreams of ghostly visit- 
ors. 


A child with nasal obstruction, as 


by chronic rhinitis or adenoids or 
very large tonsils, is likely to sleep 
restlessly and have nightmaies.. 


An individual whose life is seden- 


tary and whose food is about tweniy 
per cent superfluous suffers from sub- 
oxidation and is likely to have night- 
mares after a particularly heavy ov- 
erload of nourishment. 
People who imagine they ran keep 


well and vigorous without daily ex- 
ercise are likely to have nightmares. 
Exercise increases the absorption of 
oxygen. 
People who have the "fad.*' as 


mollycoddles call" it, of sleeping out 
of doors, are 
rarely troubled with 


nightmareSjOr unpleasant dreams. 


A, clergyman who is also a uni- 


versity executive recently received 
visits of his dead wife's spirit—al- 
ways in the early gray dawn when 
the clergyman was just in the border- 
land between sleep and waking—a 
region wherein our minds often play 
x>s queer tricks. There is a medium 


state—not a spiritualistic- 
mdftium 


state necessarily—between conscious1- 
nexs and unconsciousness when wo 
may weave our dreams'with actuali- 
ties and produce some wondrous re- 
sults. Then, if 
we 'are somewhat 


credulous—well. I would prescribe 
for this exigency two miles of oxy- 
gen ^three times 
a day, a romcdy 


which I think 'would work wonders 
for some of the ••-•loth. 


In fact-, that is my prescription for 


nightmares—two miles of oxygen on, 
the hoof, tres in diem. Amen.

Madison, \VK—An outline of the 


provisions of standard apprenticeship 
contracts in many trades is given in 
the third annual report on apprentice- 
ship which was issued today by the 
Industrial Commission. Standard ap- 
prenticeship contracts exist for the 
following trades: Machinists, boiler- 
maker, metal pattern-maker, plaster- 
er, plumber, brick-layer, compositor, 
lithograph transferor, baker, custom 
tailor, watch-maker, jeweler, jewelry 
engraver, barber and milliner. 


The apprenticeship law of the state 


requires that all minors over sixteen 
years jaf age who receive any instruc- 
tion in any trade or business as a part 
of their remuneration, shall be inden- 
tured. All such indentures must be 
approved by the Industrial Commis- 
sion. 
In every indenture the time to 


be given to various operations is set 
forth in detail, and for all of the 
trades listed above these schedules 
are uniform 
throughout 
the state, 


with only 
minor 
modifications to 


meet local requirements. 


The Industrial Commission retains 


control over all apprentices to make 
sure that they receive all-round train- 
ing for their trade and that tho terms 
of tho trade schedule contained in 
the apprenticeship contract are ob- 
served. On the other hand, the law 
protects the employer against breach- 
es of the contract by the apprentice, 
through making them liable to a fine 
of from ?1.00 to §100.00 should theyj 
jump the contract. 
The Industrial 


Commission has power to annul con- 
tracts for good cause, but does so 
only when this is' clearly necessary. 
During the first two years of an ap- 
prenticeship, the apprentice receives 
instructions in a continuation school 
for five hours per week to supplement 
his shop training. Upon successful 
conmpletion of an apprenticeship a 
diploma is issued by the Industrial 
Commission. 


"An apprenticeship diploma is of 


greater value to a boy." said Stewart 
Scrimshaw, supervisor of apprentice- 
ship, "than any high school diploma. 
Wisconsin employers know that and 
apprenticeship diploma is given only 
to an all-around mechanic, and even 
outside of the state our diplomas are 
securing recognition. While a boy is 
learning a trade under an apprentice- 
ship indenture, he earns 
somewhat 


less money than he would earn as a 
semi-skilled specialist. He more than 
makes this up in 
increased wages, 


however, within a very short time 
after he has successfully completed 
his contract."

Taking advantage of the wide- 
spread interest in .cooperation these 
fakers are traveling: from city to city 
with wildcat promotion plans. 


"Various schemes are being used." 


says Clarke, "but they all have one 
thing in common. The promoter re- 
ceives a portion of the stock—usually 
50 per cent—for organization. 
True 


cooperative enterprises arc formed by 
the stockholders themselves and there 
is no promotion cost." 


Although ih methods of the confi- 


dence cooperators differ in detail, in 
general the plan, according to Clarke, 
is as follows: 


People known to be interested in co- 


opciation are 
sent circular 
letters. 


They are told of the immense profits 
of European cooperatives all of which 
accure to the stockholders. 
At the 


proper 
time glib gentlemen gather 


their prospective victims together and 
offer to organize a cooperative store. 
In payment for their services they are 
to receive a fat share of the first pay- 
ments on stock. 


Then Thi'j Decamp 


Often the promoters decamp as soon 


as they have their share of the1 stock 
sale funds, accoi dinar to Clarke. Some- 
times one of them stays as temporary 
store manager. In this case a huge 
part of tiie first profit 
!•< taken for 


"operating and overheard" expenses 
and finds its way to the pockets of 
the promoter and his confederates. 


In some cities merchants have dis- 


guised profitmakmg stoics as cooper- 
ative enterprises. 
Clarke 
declares. 


Most of these stores have offered dis- 
counts, rebates and profitsharins: cou- 
pons under the guise of cooperatives. 


"Such merchants have been a men- 


ace to the 
cooperative 
movement," 


avers Clarke, "because they hnve oft- 
en distrusted people with cooperation 
nnd because in some cases they have 
been actual competitors of bona fide 
cooperative stoics." 


Usually the labor organizations of a 


city investigate the schemes of pur- 
poited cooperators and can advise the 
promoters' victims, says Clarke. 
In 


any case the nearest established co- 
onorative store or organization will bo 
"lad to investigate any enterprise sus- 
pected of fake.
